After the defeat and 
collapse of the Seljuk dynasty at the hands of the Khwarazm- 
shahs in 1194, the Eldiguzids Abu Bakr and Ozbek may have 
appropriated the title "Sultan" for themselves. Three base gold 
coins, respectively 3.65, 1.54, 1.75 grams, in the American 
Numismatic Society, struck by Abu Bakr and/or his brother Ozbek 
are studied from this point of view. The coins are badly effaced 
and tentative readings are varients are proposed. The coins 
were struck during the first two decades of the thirteenth 
century, just before the Eldiguzids were to succomb to the 


Khwarazmshah and Mongol onslaughts.
